No more objection to answering ques- 
tions was made and the witness, after 
stating he was superintendent of the 
Lima division of the company, gave 
the geographical bounds of this divi- 
sion.

column and there is only one county 
in the state that has not some pro- 
hibition territory.

Unquestionably In at least 
thirty counties the saloon Is forced by 
a minority upon an unwilling majority 


, of our people, citizens in dry por- 
I tlons of these counties have to bear 
the additional burdens

He declared that 
the people would be left on the earth 
after the destruction of all the evil so- 
cial conditions and that Christ would 
then come again.

Miss Lacoste and Mr. de Pedro be- 


came engaged. The father of Mr. 
de Pedro objected to the marriage on 
account of the youth of the two. He 
sought to take his son to Europe with 
him this summer, but Mr. de Pedro, 
jr., made excuses to keep him in New 
York. 


The consent of Mrs. Lecoste 
was 


finally won. They were wedded on 
September 29 last, at the Roman Cath- 
olic church of St. Vincent de Paul, by 
the Rev. Father Wcucher, pastor of 
the church, the relatives of the bride 
being present. Mr. do Pedro, sr., ar- 
rived hero from Europe yesterday, and 
is at the St. Regis. News of the wed- 
ding had been cabled to him to his 
last Paris address. Asked concerning 
the marriage of his son, he said that 
he knew nothing about it and declined 
to discuss the matter. Mr. and Mrs. de 
Pedro are now on their wedding trip, 
and It is predicted that when they re- 
turn the parental blessing will not bo 
withheld.

Alexander III, during his compara- 


tively short reign, also snvod a consid- 
erable fortune, and this ho left by will 
to Queen Alexandra, at tho time of his 
death Princess of Wales. 


King Leopold, of Belgium, has a 


universal reputation, and not an envi- 
able one, as Leopold A Co., rubber 
merchants. 
Ho founded the Kongo 


Free State, of which ho. Is the sov- 
ereign lord, and IB one of the largest 
rubber and Ivory dealers In tho world. 
He Is alsq, one 
of the 
cleverest of 


financiers, and knows his way about 
all the bourses of Europe. 


King George, of Greece, speculates 


largely In agricultural products, fol- 
lows carefully nil the fluctuations of 
the financial markets and Is assiduous 
In putting his money Into good things. 


The late empress of Austria placed 


on dopoelt two-thirds of her allotted 
revenue. 
She was very economical, 


and Itept as few servants about her 
as possible. The Bank of England re- 
ceived her savings, and there Is a 
curious story about the refusal of her 
beneficiaries to pay the British 
suc- 


cession duties, a refusal which gave 
the governors of the bank a great deal 
of trouble before the matter was ad- 
justed. 


The monarch 
who has the least 


confidence in the financial stability of 
his own country Is the sultan of Tur- 
key. He declines to trust any Turkish 
bank with a farthing of his savings. 
The fattest part of his fortune—and 
it Is aaJd to be not small, despite the 
fact, that his country Is In a chronic 
state of bankruptcy—Is deposited in 
British banks. 


Hon. Robert S. Taylor, of this city, 


has caused some consternation by the 
frankness with which he 
discussed 


the Issues In his Columbia club speech 
at Indianapolis. Judge Taylor is a big 
man who loves truth for its own sake 
and his political addresses are uni- 
formly 
modeled 
accordingly.

may hurt a bit here and there It Is 
bound, to do good everywhere. 
His 


Indianapolis speech is worthy the se- 
rious consideration of everybody, and 
most of all by the leaders of his own 
political party.

measures for the prevention of crime.

nent in prison work. This has meant 
Ihe enlightenment of the public on 
these important matters and a series 
of laws which has meant much for 
prison reform in Indiana is one of the 
results.

particular our juvenile courts rfnd the 
operation of our indeterminate sen- 
tence and parole laws. 


Much has been accomplished, but 


much remains to be done. There is 
need to keep the people Informed and 
the ministers are urged to co-operate 
with tho Board of State Charities in 
this work.

shaft and fountain erected by tho Or- 
der of Elks throughout, the

States In memory of Meade D. Dot- 
weller, of Harrisburg, 
twice 
grand 


exalted ruler of the order, was un- 
veiled in Reservoir park here today, 
the anniversary of 
Mr. Detweller's 


birth. Tho principal address was de- 
livered by Jerome B. Fisher, of .lames- 
town, N. Y., whose subject was "An 
Estimate of Detweiler, the Man and 
the Elk." The statue was unveiled by 
Mr. Detweller's two little sons, after 
which it. was turned over to Mayor 
Gross and by him to the park com- 
mission. 


The memorial consists of an elab- 


orate marble structure,

"STAND PAT" CRY 


JUDGE TAYLOR DELIVERS AD- 


DRESS AT INDIANAPOLIS. 


Says 
Motto of Republican Party 


Should Be "Go Forward"— 


Trust Question Discussed. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 15—In a speech 


delivered at the Columbia club Satur- 
day night by Judge Robert S. Taylor, 
of Fort Wayne, the orator declared 
his opposition to the "stand-pat" the- 
ory now being vigorously'argued by 
many republicans. 


"Wo have accepted with apparent 


acquiescence as being descriptive of 
our position the villainous phrase, 
'stand-pat,' " declared the speaker. "I 
hate it," he continued. 
"It sounds 


like a conspirator's pass word. The 
watchword of the republican 
party 


should be 'go forward'; 
not 'stand- 


pat.' " 


Mr. Taylor spoke in the assembly 


room- of the club before a largo audi- 
ence of members and their friends. 
He spoke from the standpoint of a re- 
publican who knows well the "politi- 
cal game." His topic was "The Work 
Before Us." 


"There rarely has been a time In 


the history of the republican party 
when it was more important to the 
welfare of the party or the country 
that it should carry an election," said 
Mr. Taylor, "than it is that it shall 
elect a majority of the next house of 
representatives. We have been puss- 
ing through a great awakening. Wo 
have seen with horror one exposure 
after another of corruption" and dls? 
honesty in high places. We have seen 
the wealth of tho country accumulat- 
ing in few 
hands 
In unimaginable 


sums. 
Deep feelingB of discontent 


are disturbing the social peace. The 
doctrines of s6clallsm are spreading 
with startling ranidity. 


f 
Reforminq the Law. 


"The great work of reforming the 


law hns been auspiciously begun. Wo 
do not yet realize 
how 
great an 


achievement the passage of the rail- 


road regulation bill was. 
The cost of 


transportation is almost as important 
an element In the expense o£ living as 
the cost of production. The cost of 
railroad construction and operatiou 
all conies out of the people at-last. It 
is paid in freights and fares, and the 
freights and fares are all paid by the 
people. 
Tho great fact is that the 


cost of railroad transportation is a 
universal tax from which no one can 
escape and of which every one ought 
to pay his just share and no more. 
When any one shirks payment of his 
fair share he Increases the burden of 
some one else. The man who travels 
on a pass thinks he is riding at the 
expense of the company, but he is not 
in a final sense; he is riding at the 
expense o£ the passengers who pay 
their fare. 


"The rate regulation 
bill has in- 


augurated a far-reaching reform, but 
it is only the beginning. 
More re- 


mains to be done that is even more 
important." 


Fling at the Trusts. 


Mr. Taylor took 
his fling at the 


trusts. He said: "The times are bad- 
ly out of joint. In the midst of un- 
paralleled prosperity we have wide- 
spread 
dissatisfaction. 
Has Hearst 


caused It? Not .that. He only voices 
it. 
Something provokes the people. 


It is the arrogance 
of wealth, 
the 


trusts, 
the 
universal 
plundering. 


There is not In all the history of the 
world a more astounding fact 
than 


the accumulation of 
wealth in the 


United States in late years. 
One of 


the things that, no one, not even the 
assessor, can find out Is how much a 
rich man is worth. But. knowing peo- 
ple make estimates nnd death once in 
a whllo discloses facts. 


"The equality of conditions' among 


men of which socialists dream seems 
to be Impossible. It is Inherently and 
everlastingly unjust for any man to 
enjoy things beyond the common lot 
of his fellows that he did not earn by 
useful labor and tho bestowal of ben- 
efits on others. The law gave J. P. 
Morgan and his associates the right 
and opportunity to organize the Amer- 
ican Steel corporation with its capi- 
tal of morp than a billion dollars and 
to buy up as many steel mills as they 
could—all of Jhem for that matter— 
and to secure control of the steel In- 
dustry In the United States. And it 
gave tho same opportunity 
to 
the 


Standard Oil company and the Cotton 
Seed 01! and the Leather and Har- 
vester and the Biscuit and 
ever so 


many other trusts like them. They 
were all organized under authority of 
law and are carrying on their opera- 
tions today under" authority of law. 
No words can overstate the atrocity 
of the 
injustice of the laws in this 


aspect of their operation. The most 
sacred duty of the law is to protect 
the weak against the aggressions of 
the strong. 
But these laws reverse 


that order and interfere to nelp the 
strong oppress the weak." 


Mr. Taylor discussed the 
proposi- 


tion of amending the constitution ir. 
order to correct menacing evils. "Sup- 
pose," said he, "that we had a provis- 
ion like this in the constitution of the 
United States: 
" 'Congress shall have power to reg- 


ulate all corporations, whether cre- 
ated heretofore or hereafter, or under 
the laws of the United States or the 
laws of the several states, and to pre- 
scribe rules which shall be observed 
In the creation of corporations by con- 
gress or by the states.' 


Power of Congress. 


"Congress," the speaker continued, 


"could then enact a law to provide 
that no corporation should be organ- 
ized in any state without the approval 
of some supervising authority of the 
stato in reference to its subjects, pay- 
ment of capital stock and other par- 
ticulars specified. The law could also 
provide In the way of regulation that 
corporations should keep books and 
make reports In prescribed forms, be 
subject to prescribed rules In regard 
to loans, investments, dividends and 
other matters affecting tlio safety of 
the corporation and the interests of 
the public and be subject to examina- 
tion as required by law." 


Mr. Taylor admitted that "to clip 


the claws of the trusts is only a part 
of a largo problem." 


He believed that "nothing could be 


made more effective and practicable 
than a system of income and inheri- 
tance taxes." 


"I could see the government take 


over three-quarters of the estate of 
every dead 
millionaire without 
a 


tremor," he declared. "And why not? 
The man did not create his million dol- 
lars: He did not earn it. He simply 
got it out of society. Where can it 


better go than back to society whence 
it came?" 


General Dissatisfaction. 


"It is not denied by anybody that 


our tariff laws need overhauling in 
some parts. The dissatisfaction with 
our present tariff has 
reached 
tho 


point which has threatened a split in 
tho republican party in two states at 
least. 
If it must, be a shock to busi- 


ness to open the tariff question, when 
can business stand 
the shock with 


less danger—in good 
times or bad 


times? With the democratic party in 
power a proposal to reform the tariff 
might well alarm the business inter- 
ests of the country. But with the re- 
publican party in control and a strong, 
safe man In the white house, there 
ought not to be, and I believe would 
not be, any injurious effect on busi- 
ness."

which Mr. Croker w. s charged with 
having used his 
office 
as chief of 


Tammany hall for purposes of finan- 
cial profit, informed 
the Associated 


Press today that the case has been 
amicably settled out. of court. It was 
added that counsel are not yet at lib- 
erty to announce the terms of the set- 
tlement. 


It was Icnrncd, however, that, tho 


terms Include tho publication in tho 
next" number of the London magazine 
of a full withdrawn! of the statements 
complained of and an apology, anil 
probably, a statement that, tho series 
of offending articles will be discon- 
tinued, aa the defendants have under- 
taken to make no further references tc 
Mr. Croker therein.

Divided Into Three Factions and Will 


Not Strike. 


Chicago. Oct. 15.—The division of 


the forces of the railroad switchmen 
into three camps makes it extremely 
improbable that there 
will be 
any 


strike on Oct. 25. as 
contemplated. 


This became evident yesterday when 
Grand Master P. H. Morrissey, of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, ar- 
rived in Chicago with some discour- 
aging reports. 


He pointed out that only about SO 


per cent of the switchmen of the coun- 
try would respond to a striite order 
issued by the switchmen's union, and 
that, therefore, the movement would 
be doomed to failure. 


"Of the 
43,000 men 
engaged 
in 


switching our 
brotherhood 
controls 


28,000," said 
Mr. Morrissey, "which 


would leave, allowing for the unorgan- 
ized men, a minority who may be de- 
pended on to go out." 


Mr. Morrissey added that he took 


little stock in the rumors being circu- 
lated to the effect that a great tie-up 
of railroad business was in prospect. 


"Movements such as this one must 


be conducted slowly 
and 
conserva- 


tively," he said. "For some time the 
brotherhood of trainmen has been pre- 
paring to make an appeal for higher 
wages and an eight-hour day for jts 
switchmen members. Our plan of ac- 
tion Is fully formulated, but we are 
not going to rush into trouble." 


The rival 
movement 
against the 


railroads caused no surprise among 
the officials of tbe switchmen's union 
who 
now are In 
Chicago. 
It 
was 


hoped, however, according 
to these 


leaders, that the trainmen would join 
in a strike movement immediately and 
forget the differences between the two 
organizations which have existed for 
years. 


One switchman official asserted his 


belie! still that all the men will go out 
if orders are issued by either of the 
unions. 


"For example," said he, "if a strike 


were called in Chicago the switchmen 
would respond unanimously, because 
;hey are anxious to change their pres- 
ent conditions. 
They would not bo 


restrained by reason of\the fact that 
:hey are members of different organ- 
.zationa."
